Helmet law unanimously 
defeated in Transportation 
Committee 


SACRAMENTO, CA, APR. 27 

Assembly Bill 996, Assemblyman Dick Floyd’s (D-Hawthorne) attempt 
to initiate a California helmet law, was unable to draw even a single 
vote of approval last Tuesday, Apr. 21 when it was put before the 
Assembly Transportation Committee. 

Before Tuesday’s meeting, Floyd had modified his bill to include 
only motorcycle or moped riders under 18 or those in their first year of 
licensed riding. Floyd amended the bill when he realized that the all- 
encompassing helmet law he originally proposed could not possibly 
make it through even the first test. 

Perhaps the best indication of the committee’s viewpoint on helmet 
legislation was brought out in Los Angeles Times quotes from 
Assemblywoman Marian La Follette (R-Malibu), who said she would, 
“just as soon ban” all motorcycles. Her reason for voting against 
AB996 was apparently based on the question concerning government 
control of one’s personal safety: ‘Where do we draw the line as far as 
how protective we should be of everyone?” 

In a case of off-road riders helping street riders, the California Off- 
Road Vehicle Association brought a plane ticket to send former As- 
semblyman Bob Hayes up to Sacramento to lobby against the bill. In 
testimony heard by the committee, Hayes and Modified Motorcycle 
Association Legislative Advocate Ron Roloff spoke against the 








England 60, USA 48 in Test 
Series opener

BELLEVIEW, MANCHESTER, ENGLAND, APR. 26 

Amidst the rain, sleet and snow, the first test meet this year between 
speedway’s two most potential world forces resulted in a decisive win 
for England, eager to avenge the results of last year’s Anglo-American 
Test Series when the Americans came out on top three to one. 

The USA were hell-bent on winning the test series last year, and 
they are equally anxious to repeat the dosage this time around. Ex- 
plained new team captain Bruce Penhall, “America has the riders 
available in England to beat any speedway country as we proved last 
year against England. Unfortunately, this year things went wrong even 
before the start of the first race. But most of the remaining tracks 
favor the American riders, and | know we can put a winning perfor- 
mance together.” 

It wasn’t the track action that grabbed the headlines but the weather 
conditions with half the country in the grips of a freak snowstorm. 
Ronnie Preston was stranded on a freeway, arriving in time for the 
interval and missing his first three rides. And the problems didn’t stop 
there. His former team captain, Scott Autrey, also missed his first ride 
due to the weather conditions, and on top of that he blew a motor in 
his third race. 

The absence of Kelly Moran, was due to the fact that when the team 
was picked for the first test, he was not in the country and wasn't sure 
if he was going to arrive in time to ride in the first test. He has been 
picked for the remaining four meetings. 

The rest of the Series dates are as follows: Poole, April 29; Swindon, 
May 2; ipswich, May 7; Cradley Heath, May 10. 

Results: England — Chris Morton (13); lan Cartwright (6); Mike Lee

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Randy Mamola rode his Team Suzuki 
RG500 to victory at the Austrian 
round of the 500cc World Champion- 
ship Road Race Series. Held Apr. 26 
at Salzburgring, the event was in fact a 
top-three Suzuki sweep. Mamola, 
riding in pain after losing three finger- 
nails from his left hand in one crash 
and spraining his left wrist in another 
get-off, established a 12-second gap 
over second placer Graeme Crosby at 
the finish line. Crosby had qualified 
for the pole position with a 1:20.79 lap, 
although Mamola turned in a fast race 
lap of 1:20.74. Third place went to 
Suzuki test rider Hiroyuki Kawasaki. 
Yamaha-mounted Barry Sheene 
finished fourth ahead of Yamaha rider 
Boet Van Dulmen in fifth. Kenny 
Roberts bailed off in practice on Satur- 
day, doing much damage to the new 
Yamaha and getting a painfully swollen 
elbow in the process. Roberts rode 
near the front in the early laps, but his 
rear shock failed and he retired at the 
halfway point. 


Reigning World Champion Andre 
Malherbe maintained his 500cc MX 
series points lead in the Swiss round 
held Apr. 26 in Payerne. Team 
Honda's champion crashed in prac- 
tice on Saturday which may have 
slowed him in Sunday's race 
where he finished 4-2 behind Team 
Yamaha's Hakan Carlqvist. “Carla” 





won the first moto, then backed it 
up with a fourth. Brad Lackey rode 
his works Suzuki to third place in 
moto one, but could only back it up 
with an 11th in round two. Yamaha's 
Andre Vromans put in the third- 
best ride of the afternoon with a 5- 
1 score. Weather was demanding 
to say the least, with snow in the 
morning turning to a cold afternoon 
rainstorm. Malherbe brought his 
series point total to 50 with his 
closest challenger Jean-Jacques 
Bruno 16 points behind with 34. 
Third is Vromans with 31, then it's 
Carlqvist at 23 and Jaak Van Vel- 
thoven with 21. Lackey is ninth in 
the standings with 10. 


Team KTM's Giuseppe Andreani 
topped both motos in the West German 
125cc MX Grand Prix putting himself 
into second place behind series leader 
Harry Everts in the process. Suzuki- 
mounted Everts placed 2-4 for the day, 
good enough to keep himself on top 
with 68 points to Andreani's 62. Gilera 
rider Michele Rinaldi rode to a pair of 
third placings in the Goldbach, W. 
Germany race for a close 60-point 
total in the standings. Controversy sur- 
rounded incident at the end of the sec- 
ond moto when Erik Geboers (Suz) 
caught the leading Rinaldi and the 
pair crashed on the last lap. Rinaldi 
pushed across the finish line to finish 
third after Andreani won and Geboers 











had pushed across the line second. One 
report indicated that Rinaldi had brok- 
en an arm. An Amsterdam, Holland 
daily newspaper said that Geboers was 
whisked away from the race quickly, 
not only to save him from the partisan 
Italian crowd, but because he was 
“under the influence of some drug.” 


Terry Vance, on his Suzuki/Vance Er 
Hines Racing Suzuki, downed Jim 
Bernard and his Yamaha/Vance & 
Hines Racing Yamaha to win the 
NMRA Top Fuel class at the April 
25-26 NHRA Southern Nationals 
drags at Atlanta International Drag- 
way in Commerce, Georgia. Vance 
turned in a 7.71 second, 158.45 mph 
run to Bernard’s 8.84 second, 161.87 
pass. Both riders experienced some 
handling problems accounting for 
the relatively slow runs. 


Latest word is that Kawasaki's Eddie 
Lawson and tuner Steve Johnson are 
on their way to Europe with their Day- 
tona-winning KR250 road racer. Law- 
son and Johnson will compete in the 
250cc class at the German, Italian and 
French rounds of the World Road Rac- 
ing Championship Series, May 3 
through May 17, before returning to 
the U.S. to ride the May 24 Elkhart 
Lake, WI, round of the AMA Super- 
bike Championship Series. 


It’s a tangled legal web that's been 
woven around the AMA and 
others' suit against the BLM's Cali- 
fornia Desert Plan. In recent devel- 
opments, Judge Wallace Tashima 
rejected the Sierra Club's amicus 
curae ("Friend of the Court”) brief 
filed on behalf of the BLM. In a 
subsequent move, Judge Tashima 
agreed to a request by another 
judge to have the Sierra Club’s suit 
against the SCORE Parker 400 com- 
bined with the Desert Plan suit. 
Then Judge Tashima accepted the 
Sierra Club’s brief — originally re- 
jected when it was entered on be- 
half of the BLM — in support of the 
Sierra Club’s action against the 
BLM. So as it stands, the AMA and 
Sierra Club have been placed on 





one side of the action; the BLM 
and SCORE on the other. At last 
report the judge gave the parties 
10 days (until Apr. 27) to file objec- 
tions, and the BLM was consider- 
ing asking for an extension on that. 
Our legal affairs editor was last 
seen talking to posters on the wall, 
but he'll have an update on the 
continuing story next week. 


Motocross school instructor Russ Dar- 
nell and Kathy Anglin were wed Apr. 
21 in a private ceremony in Upland, 
CA. The bride is a former D-37 num- 
ber one and Desert Daisys M.C. mem-

With two down and two more to 
go in the western swing of the dirt 
track Nationals, the May 3 San 
Jose mile and the May 9 Ascot 
half mile should reap the rewards of 
some great racing that has taken place 
on the Ascot TT and the Sacramento 
mile to date. 

Many people are saying that the 
Ascot jumper was one of the best ever 
in the 20-year history of the event. The 
brand mix really gave it a boost and 
the competition ranks with the best in 
many years. 

A record crowd showed up at Sacra- 
mento to see the new Yamaha 750s 
and the Honda 750s challenge the 
Harleys. Well, the Yamahas didn't 
make it to the track and the Hondas 
didn't make it to the main event. 

But both will be at San Jose and 
Ascot for the last two Nationals until 
the end of September. 

The Lawwill/Roberts Racing team 
may or may not be painting themselves 
into a corner. Mert loaned his Harley 
to Jim Filice for the Sacto race, the 























same bike that Garth Brow won two 
San Jose miles on a couple of seasons 
back. The rookie picked off fifth place 
with another impressive learning-how- 
to ride. 

Kidd borrowed back the Harley he 
had sold at season’s end last year to Jeff 
McDaniel. Problems came up in prac- 
tice so he borrowed another machine 
and finished fourth. 

Each rider now ranks in the top five 
in the Winston standings. Filice is way 
out in front for Rookie of the Year 
honors with one of the best early season 
starts by a first-year Expert ever. 

Kidd trails Steve Eklund by 10 
points heading for San Jose. Steve has 
won the event once, for his only mile 
win, and Kidd has never won it. Then 
it’s on to Ascot where neither rider has 
ever won the National half mile final. 

So what does Mert do now with a 
rider that is in the hunt for the title? 
Break out a brand new 750 that has 
never been tested in any actual race, 
or go with his already proven dirt track- 
er that has several Nationals? You can 
bet that the Harley will at least be in 
the L/R team van at both tracks for 
added insurance. 

Now we come to “The Stockton 
Oiler” and “The Phantom Tuner” 
combination of Alex Jorgensen and Sal 
Acosta. 

From topside at Sacramento we 
thought the reason so many riders 
were dropping back, and out, was due 
to some mysterious plague during the 
final. It turned out it was a fine spray 
of oil coming out of the Jorgy/Acosta 
Harley. Brad Hurst took the brunt of 
it as the officials flagged him off 
during the race, thinking he was the 
bad guy. 

But the mystery ship continued on 
to win. We wonder just how much oil 
was left in the tank when it was over? 

But now add to the fact that this 
same machine was ridden to the win at 
Sacramento last year by Hank Scott. 
Then add the fact that the builder, Sal 
Acosta, did not even leave the Bell- 
flower area and go to Sacramento for 
either win! That really is incredible. 

Ten of the 16 riders that qualitied 
for the mile final had won at least one 
mile National in the past. (Jorgy had 
not.) For San Jose no less than 14 rid- 
ers that have won mile finals will be 
entered. 

For Ascot 14 riders that have won 
National half miles will be there. It is 
tough on rookies and veterans alike 
this year at any dirt track race. The 
fans know it, as was apparent at Sacra- 
mento when thousands of people were 
already at the track long before 6 p.m. 
and any activity on the track of any 
kind. 

The most impressive ride by a non- 
winning miler was turned in by Wayne 
Rainey. He was in and out of the lead 
in the final several times and looked 
like he would take it down to the flag. 
But like others, the “Stockton Oiler” 
struck again and young Rainey wisely 
chose to remember that there will 
always be another race (San Jose) and 
another time (Ascot). He found out 
though, that he can run with the fast- 
est, at least on a mile, this season. 


For Honda and Yamaha the Ascot 
National should be the race where 
they both can “go for it” because the 
track is short, traction is good to great, 
and three of the four riders that will be 
on the new V-twins are seasoned Ascot 
veterans. The other rider, Freddie 
Spencer, pulled a solid third a few 
weeks ago at Ascot behind double Na- 
tional Ascot winner Billy Labrie and 
winner, Ricky Graham. 

May 9 appears to be the time to 
cheer if you like the red/white/blue of 
Honda or the silver/blue/yellow of the 
Roberts/Lawwill Yamahas. The book 
still says that one sorts them out at 
Ascot, then goes to the miles. Time 
will tell. 











Both brands will probably be at 
Ascot for the non-National half miles 
that run on Apr. 25 and May 1&8. It’s 
called sorting time. 

Now that “Phantom” Acosta has two 
straight mile wins at Sacramento, with- 
out even showing up, will he be at San 
Jose? Will he be at Ascot, which is only 
10 minutes from where he lives? 

The “Stockton Oiler” could well win 
them both as he already has one third 
place finish at San Jose and a half mile 
win at Ascot. 

It's one thing for an oil company to 
advertise that a rider uses the product, 
but it is another to say that most of the 
field was “wearing” your product. By 
the way, what brand of oil was Jorgy/ 
Acosta using at Sacramento, anyway?

Will AMA ban 500cc two-strokes 
from ‘82 Winston Pro racing? 


When the 17-member AMA 
Rules Committee meets on May 
5-6, they will consider a rule 
that effectively bans two-stroke 
motorcycles from racing AMA Grand 
National Championship/ Winston Pro 
Series mile and half mile dirt track 
events. (Short track and TT are 
excluded). As the rules stand today, 
the question of two-strokes racing is 
not an issue. They never have been 
competitive, anyway. But with the 
advent of restricted 750cc/un- 
restricted 500cc racing, the two- 
stroke becomes a potential choice 
of racing power plant. Particularly 
since two-stroke technology can now 
produce — in quantity — reliable, 
full-size 500cc motors. 

The rule that will exclude two- 
strokes, if passed, is the restrictor rule. 
Through no slip of the rule-writer's 
pen, it specifically designates “four- 
stroke” motors. Only four-stroke 
motors. 

Why is AMA doing this? Their first 
story is that they, “intend to pattern 
racing after what's available for street 
equipment.” And, of course, two- 
strokes are on the U.S. Government's 
emission control skids. 

I tried to think back to when one 
could buy a Harley-Davidson 750cc V- 
twin street machine (or even to be 
assured that an XR750 racer would be 
available!). That story didn't hold up 
well at all. 

It certainly appears that whomever 
penned that rule wants 500cc four- 
strokes to win. As it turned out, that is 
exactly the case. 

In a phone call with AMA 
Commissioner of Professional Racing 
Mike DiPrete, the truth came out. It 
sounded something like this: 

“Over the past couple of years,” 
DiPrete said, “we've been trying to get 
500cc four-stroke motorcycles...to get 
more factories involved. That's why all 
this restrictor stuff came about, to slow 
down those 750s, to give the 500cc 
four-strokes a chance. If you follow 
that reasoning, then allow two-strokes 
to run — and they do have a power 


advantage — then you're going to 
eliminate everything that you tried to 
accomplish.” 


If memory serves, the object of 
restricting the 750s was to make more 
brand names competitive, thus 
boosting spectator interest, thus 
upping the popularity (and financial 
rewards) of Winston Pro racing. I 
don't think AMA will argue that 
point. 

The part about their theory that 
bothers me, is that now we're getting 
selective about which brands will be

allowed to competitive. Honda? Sure. 
Yamaha? No problem. Suzuki? 
Probably. Kawasaki? Just a matter of 
time. What about KTM, Maico, Can- 
Am, Husky, Kawasaki (if they decide 
to base a racebike on their KX420) or 
even Carabela? What if Suzuki 
decided that it would be easier, 
cheaper and a more promising venture 
to drop their Open class motocross 
motors into dirt track frames instead 
of fiddling with their DR500 thumper? 
Or Honda? If they can build the 
NS750, they certainly can make their 
RC450 competitive. 

With two-strokes remaining legal, 
there'd be plenty of brand competition 
while everybody experimented! Sounds 
like a couple of years of very good 
racing with new factory backing and 
interested brand-oriented spectators. 

And who knows? Two-strokes might 
not even work. They don’t now with 
the 750cc rule. Their power may still 
be all wrong compared with the 500cc 
four-stroke thumper’s. 


I guess what I'm getting at is this: I 
don’t think AMA, as long as it remains 
a membership organization, should 
slip rules like this into their program 
without due discussion among all 
involved parties. To the best of my 
knowledge, this editorial is the first 
public airing of the issue. And 
unfortunately, we didn't find out soon 
enough to give you much time to 
respond to AMA before the meeting. 

I believe their decision — if it’s 
passed as presently worded to exclude 
two-strokes — is premature at best. 

Granted, participation of Honda, 
Yamaha and Suzuki would bring 
thousands of dollars into the Winston 
Pro Series. And, realistically, the 
Japanese money can eventually buy 
victory through contracts for top 
riders, R&D on top equipment and 
active participation. That's racing. It 
doesn’t need to “buy” rules that 
exclude the underdogs.

Open letter to SCORE 

Something smells fishy with SCORE. 
That's the outfit that puts on the Baja, 
Parker and Riverside off-road races 
for cars and motorcycles. SCORE's 
1981 schedule advertises all their 
races, in particular the grandaddy of 
them all — the Ensenada to La Paz 
Baja 1000. A lot of motorcycle racers 
have been. riding this year’s SCORE 
races in preparation and for points in 
waiting for the Ensenada to La Paz 
classic. But things aren’t looking too 
good for the Baja 100 apparently. 

After the Parker 400 and again after 
Mexicali, rumors have been floating 
around that SCORE isn't going to use 
the fantastic course to La Paz for the 
1000. Rumors say SCORE is going to 
use the “junk” loop-type course from 
last year’s race for the 1000. Any of 
you that raced either the 500 or 1000 
know how extra dangerous those 
SCORE loop courses are. Dozens of 
motorcycle riders got blocked, hit, 
clipped, run over and run down by 
cars in those two races. And Parker is 
hardly any safer. Any of you that saw 
ABC's Wide World of Sports coverage 
of last year's Baja 1000 witnessed (on 
film) the unsportsmanlike block that 
Frank Vessels’ car put on Jim 
Fishback. Jim was passing at a greater 
speed than Vessels, yet Frank gassed 
up and pulled directly (and illegally) 
in Fishback's way. Those loop courses 
can be, literally speaking, murder for 
motorcycle riders. 

I've called SCORE twice about the 
advertised 1981 Ensenada to La Paz 
Baja 1000. They won't tell me 
anything. All I get out of them is, “We 
don't know yet whether the 1000 is 
going to La Paz. It’s very complicated 
right now.” They refuse to appreciate 














or give a damn about us. For the La 
Paz race we have to pre-plan vacation 
time for pre-running and racing way 
in advance. My wife and I have 


already put in for our vacation 
schedule based on going to La Paz. If 
SCORE is going to use the shorter loop 
course, they should let everyone know 
ASAP. 

The additional rumor going about 
is that SCORE wants to use the shorter 
loop course because it's cheaper (for 
SCORE) and so they can get ABC to 
televise the race again. And that 
brings up another big question. We all 
know that TV pays promoters for 
exclusive filming of races (Carlsbad 
GP, Race of Champions, etc). And it’s 
also known that a percentage of the 
TV revenues goes back into the racers’ 
purse winnings. So what the heck 
happened to the money SCORE got 
from ABC for covering the 1980 Baja 
1000? There was no additional money 
in the purse...except SCORE's. I asked 
SCORE about this too. All they would 
say is “We don't know anything about 
that.” 

SCORE: Isn't it bad enough that 
your courses  stink...except the 
Ensenada to La Paz classic? Isn't it bad 
enough that you make racing your 
events much, much more dangerous 
for motorcycle riders with the loop 
type course? Isn't it bad enough that 
there are only two contingency 
companies left for motorcycles (vs. 


` over 20 a few years ago)? But now have 


you got to take away what little extra 
prize money we deserve by putting on 
a show for TV millions? What do you 
say SCORE? Let's go to La Paz like 
you advertised. And let's share in some 
of that TV revenue.

50 years ago 


I read your article on speedway 
racing in the Apr. 8, 1981 issue. Nice 
article but you people that write don't 
get all the facts and minimize the early 
speedway series’ of the ‘30s. 

First, Sprouts Elder was the first U.S. 
rider to be World Champion, and he 
introduced this type of racing to Cali- 
fornia and later it spread to the east 
coast. He was no doubt the most specta- 
cular rider and showman of speedway 
racing. The tracks in those days 











weren't one-eighth mile tracks. They 
were full one-quarter and one-fifth 
mile tracks, well-groomed with a good 
cushion, and there were five in 
northern California and five in 
southern California with racing five 
nights a week. 

The tracks were much better than 
what you run on today, where they are 
too much of a one-groove track. With 
a good cushion and about one more 
tooth on gearing, Sprouts, Jack, 
Cordy, Lammy, Earl Farrand, Bo 
Lisman, Pete Coleman, Shorty 
Campbell and Ray Grant, just to 
name a few of the top ones, could go 
outside and pass. Nowadays, if you go 
off the inner groove you're lost. Even 
the World Series last year was a poor 
example of track condition — lots of 
overslide and no speed. 

I know, I was there from 1932-1939, 
that Sprouts Elder's “4” belongs at the 
top of champions of spectacular speed- 
way racing. Thanks for listening.

Rescue 3 — you're great 

On April 4 Steve Brown was racing 
the Viewfinders Grand Prix. He was in 
the second lap of the first race. As he 
went over the jump he slid out and 
went down in a cloud of dust. He was 
then struck from behind by another 


rider. : 
Rescue 3 was on the scene in a 


matter of seconds. They had matters 
under control in minutes with their 
clear, quick thinking and Steve was 
promptly taken to Riverside Commu- 
nity Hospital. Steve was soon found to 
have suffered a severe concussion, a 
severed artery in the left shoulder with 
some nerve damage. His facial bone 
was fractured just below his left temple 
and he had two deep lacerations 
running from his hairline to his chin. 
He was on the operating table five and 
one-half hours, then in intensive care 
for five days. 

We, his family and close friends, feel 
that it was due to Rescue 3's alertness 
and quick action that not only saved 
Steve's left arm but also his life.

Two-Day

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, APR. 25-26 


Las Vegan Jack Johnson ignored the 30 stitches 
in his left arm as he piloted a Maico 490 Mega 2 
to the lowest score posted in the Sunland Sham- 
rocks M.C. Two-Day ISDE Qualifier, winning 


the Open class. 


The 30 stitches, just below the 
elbow, were the result of a crash 
at the previous week’s Las Vegas 
400 desert race. Asked how the 


arm felt after two days, Johnson replied, 
“Not too bad. It's loosened up quite a 
bit. Not too bad at all.” 

Johnson, sponsored by Maico West, 
Vegas Cycle and Moto-X Fox, posted a 
score of 1955 points (seconds) after 
four motocross special tests and an ac- 
celeration test. 

Team Suzuki's Jeff Fredette won the 
250cc class with a score of 1992. It had 
appeared earlier that his teammate 
Frank Stacy would take the class with 
the second lowest score of the event, 
but a Saturday morning incident came 
back to haunt him. Stacy, along with a 
few others, had gotten lost before the 
second check and Stacy was six 
minutes late. After an initial appeal, 
the apparent decision by the club was 
to throw the check out due to poor 
marking, and Stacy was listed as the 
class leader in the Saturday results. 
But on Sunday a number of riders who 
hadn't gotten lost, protested. After dis- 
cussion, the check was reinstated and 
Stacy dropped to Silver with 360 route 
points added to his score. 

The 175cc class went to Suzuki- 
mounted Dean Joyner with a 2113 
score, while Suzuki's Mike Rosso fin- 
ished second to add another gold 
medal to his long consecutive Two- 
Day string of them. 

Ron Knarr piloted his KTM to the 
125cc class win, besting Massachusetts' 
Allen Zitta (Hus), 2200-2256. 


Day One 

The first two riders, Suzuki's Ray 
Cosgrove and Yamaha pilot Bruce 
Ogilvie left the starting line at 6 a.m. 
They and the rest of the field would 
have two 40-mile loops of desert to 
contend with before the first special 
test, 

It was those first 40 miles that 
caused the problems for Stacy and 
others, among them last year's ISDT 
surprise, Rusty Reynaud. They lost the 
ribbon just before the second check, 
and it took them several minutes to 
find the course. 








By the end of 40 miles, almost every- 
one was back on time. Another 40 
minutes and they would hit the 2.3 
mile special test, laid out motocross- 
style through the desert near the pits. 

The Shamrocks had a surprise for. 
the riders near the end of the test 
course. Early Saturday morning a water 
truck went out on the course and filled 
two depressions to create back to back 
waterholes. Riders coming around the 
sharp left hander just before it were 
treated to an eye-opening surprise. 

It wasn't a pleasant surprise for 
Ogilvie, who rode wide to try and 
avoid the water, got mixed up over the 
jump immediately following it and 
crashed, losing about 10 seconds. Fred- 
ette and Stacy also performed classic 
Flying W’s off that jump, but both 
were lucky and landed on the seats of 
their bikes. 

Chip Howell, riding a Yamaha in 
the Open class, had the fastest time in 
the first test, a 329-second clocking, 
while Stacy was second fastest at 333. 
In the Open ranks, Ogilvie, Johnson 
and Bob Balentine (Hon) were all 
close, and in 250cc class, John Fero 
(Yam) and Fredette were both within 
10 seconds of Stacy. 

Joyner, carrying the Redwood Cycle 
banner, had the fastest 175cc test, 11 
seconds in front of Rosso. Knarr had 
the best 125cc score, five seconds better 
than that turned in by Colin McDonald's 
water-cooled Yamaha. 

(Interesting aside in the pits: A crew 
member asked an AMA official if 
water and anti-freeze were being con- 
sidered the same as gas and air 
[someone besides the rider is allowed 
to replenish those]. The AMA official 
replied “Yes, but we're asking the FIM 
for a ruling.” Technology occasionally 
marches ahead of the rules.) 

After another 80 miles of desert, it 
was time for the second special test, 
this time two laps around the course. 
In the Open ranks Johnson and Al 
Baker-sponsored Bob Balentine both 
had good rides and ended the day tied 
with 977 seconds apiece. Ogilvie was 
six seconds in arrears, with Husky's 
Scot Harden another five back. 

Stacy put in a good two laps to take 
the 250cc and overall lead with 975 
seconds showing on his score, but this 





at a time when the second check was 
considered out. Fredette ended the 
day a 988, with Fero and Dan-Ashcraft 
(Hus) nine and 24 seconds behind 
him, respectively. 

Joyner turned in a 682-second two- 
lap test to lead the 175cc class with 
1033 points. Rosso might have been 
close, but at the dead-engine start of 
the second test, his engine was exactly 
that and didn't fire for about 20 costly ` 
seconds, putting him back in the pack. 
Scott Atchison (Suz) and Matt Cullins 
(Yam) were 2-3 between Joyner and 
Rosso. 

In the 125cc ranks, Colin McDonald 
was credited with the lead, just one 
second ahead of Knarr. But McDonald's 
score would be readjusted the following 
day to include 300 route points, drop- 
ping him to Silver. 


Day Two 


As Open class. co-leader Balentine 
impounded his machine Saturday after- 
noon, he noticed he had a front flat, 
possibly caused by getting a stick inside 
the tire during the second special test. 
During the 10-minute morning work 
period, Balentine changed the tube 
and felt around for any debris, but 
couldn't find any. 

The replacement tube lasted through 
the first 40-mile loop and the morning 
test, but out on the second loop, the 
tire went flat again. Balentine borrowed 
a tube and tools from Jeff Fredette and 
changed the tube again, and arrived 
at the next check a minute past his 
grace. When the tire went flat a third 
time, Balentine decided to pack it in. 

Of those still in the running, Harden 
turned in the best test of the morning, 
an astounding 302-second run. Open 
classer Chuck Miller (Hus) and Stacy 
had 309s, while Johnson and Howell 
tripped the clocks at 310. Fredette ad- 
mitted to having problems with the 
corners and turned in a 316. 

Joyner and Rosso turned in identical 
times of 336 in the 175cc battle as Joyner 
wanted to keep the lead and Rosso was 
out to make up time. : 

McDonald was still running hard in 
the 125cc battle, as he edged Knarr by 
eight seconds. 

Instead of running the tests at the 80 
and 160 mile markers, the Day Two 
tests were run at the 40 and 120 mile 
points, with an acceleration test in 
between. 

The acceleration test found Conrad 
Stitsek and Carl Cranke, both riding 
495 KTMs, to be the fastest. 

(The weather on Saturday had been 
sunny and warm, but Sunday morning 
dawned cold and cloudy. Cranke rode 
Sunday morning's special test with 
only a T-shirt to keep his upper body 
warm!) 

The final test on Sunday, again two 
laps, was to be the decider. Johnson 
reeled off a 620-second mark besting 
Ogilvie by five seconds, Miller by eight 
seconds and Howell by nine. It locked 
up the win for Johnson, and it was the 
first- of his career in Two-Day - com- 
petition. 

“This morning I thought I had a 
really good special test,” said Johnson. 
“I felt really good, thought I hit all my 
lines, and 1 found out I was five or six 
seconds slower than all the guys. This 
afternoon I thought I had a really 
terrible one in the two laps, but what 
happens? I was five or six seconds 
faster than everyone else!” : 

Johnson will miss next week's Trask 
Mountain Two-Day to drive a car in 
the Mint 400 off-road race, where he is 
the defending champion, but will re- 
turn to Two-Day competition the fol- 
lowing week. 

Ogilvie wound up the weekend with 
a 1973 score, good for second in class 
and second overall, to make the Dale's 
Modern Cycle crew fairly happy. “On 
the trail I didn't have any troubles at 
all, the bike ran good. The only prob- 
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lem I had was when they dug the big 
mudhole on the special test and 1 fell 
off the first day. It cost me about 10 
seconds, and that's probably what Pl 
get second by,” said Ogilvie shortly 
after the event concluded. 

Bruce Ogilvie was not the only Ogilvie 
to finish. His father Don, 55, turned in 
a Silver medal performance riding 
against the youngsters. 

Harden's fantastic first test was 
negated when his rear tire went flat 
halfway through the second test. 
“Those two loops got me each day. 
The first day I whiskered a plug and 
lost some time, and then going into the 
second one I was only five seconds be- 
hind Jack for the overall. I knew it was 
close and I was going for it. I thought I 
had a good chance to win it, but I got 
a flat going out on the second loop and 
that was the end of it,” said Harden, 
who finished third with a 1984. 

Howell turned in a pair of good tests 
to finish fourth in the Open class with 
a 1993, while Chuck Miller, now 
riding an Up-Tite Husky, recovered 
from Day One crashes to place fifth. 
Brent Wallingsford (Hus) had a bad 
moment on Day Two in one of the 
tests, when he came over a blind jump 
to see Terry Davis’ Yamaha lying on 
the course, Brent hit it and crashed, 
but got up and carried on to place 
sixth. Davis didn’t finish. 

It was late Sunday afternoon when 
the controversy over the exclusion’ of 
Saturday's second check arose, as 
riders who didn't get lost said, “It isn't 
fair to throw out a check when only 
five riders get lost.” The referee re- 
evaluated his decision, and the score 
sheets were pulled down and redone. 
Both Stacy and Reynaud, initially on 
Gold, went down to Silver. 

Even before the referee's decision 
Stacy had his problems. His neck 
sported a nasty rope burn where a 
slower rider had forced him off the 
special test course and into the rope 
marking it. 

Fredette, who gives the impression 
that he's not really crazy about the 
desert, nonetheless took the 250cc class 
with an 18-second margin over Fero. 
“Everything was just bouncin' along, 
said Fredette, “right over the rocks 
and everything.” 

Fero was followed by Dan Ashcraft 
and Mike Godfrey (C-A) in the 250cc 
rankings. The top four riders were the 
only ones to finish on Gold. 


Despite falling twice in the second 
special test, Rosso still posted the fast 
175cc score of the afternoon. lt wasn't 
enough to catch Joyner, who took his 
first class win, but it did move Rosso to 
second. “Can we do the first day over?” 
he asked later. By three seconds, 
Cullins took third over Atchison. 

Knarr continued on to take the 
125cc laurels, with Zitta win second 
and Gray Leonard (Hus) in third. 

There was only one manufacturers 
team entered, the Suzuki trio of 
Cosgrove, Rosso arid Fredette, but 
they were all on Gold for a good show- 
ing. 

The Perfect “36” team of Joyner, 
Cullins and McDonald took the club 
team honors. o

Mamola, Suzuki

Suzuki G.B. rider Randy Mamola dealt a 
crushing win in the John Player Gold Cup at 
Donington Park. A star-studded field contested 
the first English 500cc International for 1981

works RG500 being bent downwards 
at the silencer section but this little 
modification didn't hinder the per- 


formance of the all-new Suzuki. 
Franco Uncini led on the first lap after 
Mamola lost valuable time recovering 
from the chaos of lap one. At the start 
of lap two, Randy was in second, and 
he moved into the lead by the end of 
the lap. 

Mamola's Suzuki teammate Graeme 
Crosby started in sixth place, moved 
into second place behind Mamola, 
and from this earlystage in the race ‘til 
the finish line, the flying Suzukis 
completely dominated the 30-lap race. 

Reigning 500cc World Champion 
Kenny Roberts started well and settled 
into third with Yamaha teammate 
Barry Sheene a very close fourth. 
Roberts and Sheene circulated for 25 
laps with less than two bike lengths 
between them until Roberts tired and 


Sheene pulled away. Mamola’s lead at 
the finish line was 5.7 seconds over 
Crosby who was a massive 35.8 seconds 
ahead of Sheene. Englishman. Keith 
Huewen on an RG500 passed Roberts 
on the final lap to take fourth 
place.Works Kawasaki rider Kork 
Ballington fell on the opening lap 
after his front tire let go. 

Both Roberts and Sheene rode 
reverse cylinder, tubular alloy-framed 
machines. The biggest feature of the 
Yamahas was the paint scheme. For 
political reasons, both Roberts’ and 
Sheene’s machines are in Yamaha 
Japan’s colors of white and red. 

Roberts missed the Transatlantic 
Match Races as he was testing in 
Australia over Easter weekend in 
readiness for the forthcoming GP 
season. Both Crosby and Mamola went 
to Austrial on April 14 to test their 
bikes yet again. 

The 1981 works Suzukis of Randy 
Mamola and Graeme Crosby are all 
new for the upcoming World 
Championships. The bikes retain the 
square four configuration but have 
two crankshafts instead of four. 
Without going into specifics, Graeme 
Crosby said the bore and stroke are 
unchanged but the cylinders, exhausts 
and ignition advance curves are the 
most important performance changes. 

The biggest change in terms of the 
handling of the machine is the 
employment of a 16-inch front wheel. 
Randy is very impressed with the 16- 
inch wheel and says it allows him to 
brake deeper into corners, brakes 
quicker everywhere and steers a lot 
easier. The bikes are smaller than the 
previous models; about one inch lower 
with the distance between the handle- 
bars, footpegs and seat being reduced. 

The weight is down by 15 kilos 
(about33 Ibs.) with power up all over 
the rev range. At the opening English 
International at Donington Park, both 
the works teams of Kawasaki and 
Yamaha were more than just a little 
worried about the new flying Suzukis.

Howerton, still weakened by a recent 
bacterial infection, added a twisted 
knee to his problems caused by a prac- 
tice crash during the week. 

Third place finisher and current 
Supercross Champ Mike Bell took his 
factory Yamaha to third despite a sore 
throat and chest cold that drained his 
stamina. 

On Sunday, Barnett gassed it up 





again for his fourth Supercross win this 
season with a perfect ride to the check- 
ers. Bell managed to keep Barnett in 
sight and from there it was a ways back 
to Howerton. 

Barnett now has 222 points, 26 
points up on Howerton with 196. Bell 
is at 180; Hannah and Suzuki's Darrell 
Shultz are tied at 146 for fourth. 

The track was described as fairly 
easy by top riders. John Savitski and 
Hannah were involved with track lay- 
out, and on Friday, Barnett also spent 
some time on a bulldozer, setting up 
some different jumps and turns. 

Rider attendance was a bit low with 
67 riders entered for each day, but 
spectator attendance was good at a re- 
ported 32,500 for Saturday and 29,307 
on Sunday in the Pace/Delta promoted 
event. 

With the exception of Broc Glover 
and Rick Burgett of Team Yamaha,

air-cooling was the way to go for the 
Japanese teams. Instead of variations 
in team machinery, the trend now is to 
keep all team riders on the same ma- 
chine. “We're staying unified, this is a 
team effort,” said Honda team man- 
ager Dave Arnold. 


Saturday 

Practice went off well, with riders 
trying different styles through the 
traction-providing Michigan turf. 
Barnett, Hannah and a few others 
were giving a lesson in short track rid- 
ing, pitching it in some corners rather 
than squaring them off. A half hour 
delay was needed to cut down the 
Toyota Tower jump a bit. 

Back in the pits Barnett was getting 
a scraped-up arm taped by mechanic 
Jeff Clark. “My arm's really stiff. I 
wiped out on a rock while trail riding 
Wednesday. That stuff always 
happens when you go out playing,” 
said Barnett. 

Darrell Shultz was taking it easy 
after practicing in pain. “My knee is 
really bad, it’s shot,” said Shultz, who 
has taken three Supercross wins this 
season. “I just had all the ligaments 


cut out. It’s really painful, the left- ` 


handers are murder.” 

Qualifier one was all Barnett. Hon- 
da's Jim Gibson trailed, and Yamaha's 
Donnie Cantaloupi put a fast move on 
Rex Staten through lapped riders for 
third. Andy Stacy kept his Keystone 
KTM in front of Keystone teammate 
Jeff Hicks for the final transfer. 

Howerton put on the same show as 
Barnett in qualifier two. Moto-X Fox's 
David Bailey was a close second through 
lap one, and almost looped it off the 
Toyoto: Tower jump. Late in the race 
Broc Glover moved into second through 
some whoops on the outside edge. 
Suzuki's Denny Bentley ran a safe 
fourth and Maico's Mickey Kessler 
maintained a fifth. 

Yamaha supported Kris Bigelow 
pulled the finest holeshot of the week- 
end in qualifier three. Kawasaki's Goat 
Breker put a slingshot move on 
Yamaha-supported Dave Hollis for sec- 
ond and then used the same corner to 
get by Bigelow for the lead. Bob Han- 
nah came blasting up to second on his 
Keith McCarty-wrenched OW5O0, but 
Breker held him off and took the win. 












Behind Hannah, Bigelow and Hollis 
was a closing Shultz in fifth. 

Honda's Donnie Hansen led 
qualifier four, but Mike Bell took a 
smooth path by to win. Suzuki's Marty 
Smith controlled third ahead of Kawa- 
saki's Warren Reid, and Honda's John- 
ny O’Mara displaced Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward for fifth. 

Canadian champ Ross Pederson 
headed semi one on his Kawasaki, and 
Rick Burgett got by Can-Am's Jim 
Holley for the second transfer, Holly 
going to the consolation. 

Semi two belonged to Maico's Alan 
King all the way. LOP's Steve Martin 
was ready to cruise in for second when 
Kawasaki's Tom Benolkin came in on 
him hard into a turn. Martin's bike 
squirted across the track and Benolkin 
went on to transfer. 

However, a meeting then occurred 
between AMA's Mike DiPrete, Kawa- 
saki team manager Gary Mathers and 
Benolkin. The decision was then made 
to disqualify Benolkin for an unsports- 
manlike move, and third place rider in 
the semi, Arlo Englund, transferred to 
the main. 

“I'm not disagreeing with being dis- 
qualified, because I'm not really that 
kind of rider and Steve and I are 
friends. He was just on the gas the 
same time I was. But if Hannah had 
done it to me it would have been called 
the best race move of the year,” said 
Benolkin. 

Hicks and Gary Semics clashed in 
the consy and Semics won out for the 
final transfer to the 25 rider main 
event. 

Howerton was gone with the holeshot 
in the final with Hannah, Bigelow and 
Shultz close. Barnett and O’Mara were 
left in the first turn. Soon Hannah 
made a move but slid out. The crowd 
was wild as Hannah kept his bike 
screaming and jumped back on, not 
losing position. Bell pushed into third 
with Shultz, Hansen, Burgett, Glover 
and Barnett clustered behind. 

On lap 10 Glover crashed hard off 
Toyota Tower and was out while 
Barnett lost his rear brake cable after 
clashing with Shultz. Hannah was 
using power drifts through the tunnel, 
barely missing the wall. 

Then Bob turned a jump into a stuff 
move and pushed Howerton high to

lead. It was Hannah's game from there 
on with Howerton and Bell trailing. 
Barnett, rear brake or not, took fourth, 
with Hansen, Gibson, Burgett and 
King spaced behind. 

Hannah took the checkers, again 
and again shaking his head in elation. 
With tears in his eyes he hugged his 
sister Tammy in the pits, who was also 
crying. 

“I didn't think I'd get the start, I've 
been getting bad ones. All I can say is 
it’s about time I did something. I was 
clipping the inside of that bridge 
(tunnel) for four laps with my 
shoulder pads!” said Hannah. 


Sunday 


Glover had X-rays taken, and a 
hairline fracture of his wrist was 
found, so Broc sat out the event. Han- 
nah and Barnett watched each other 
through practice. Hannah was using a 
tight inside line in one corner, but 
then returned to the section and 
started to blast against the haybales 
for a berm. A small jump was added 
before the tunnel to scrub off speed. 

Burgett and Barnett shared the hole- 
shot in qualifier one, but Barnett was 
soon gone on his way to a win. Han- 
nah and O’Mara finished 2-3, and 
Holley got Pederson by 10 feet at the 
line for fifth after Burgett faded. 

Bigelow put in another holeshot act 
in qualifier two and held the lead for 
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half the race until Howerton slid inside 
for the lead. Gibson took Holley for 
third and then popped past Bigelow 
using inside lines, Semics persisted and 
got Holley for fourth late in the race. 


Qualifier three had Smith in the 
lead with Breker close behind. Bell 
edged in between Smith and Breker 
and started working. Down the me- 
chanics’ straight some bumping 
occurred and Marty's boot hit Bell. “I 
don’t think Marty was trying to kick 
me,” said Bell. “His bike just got out of 
control and his foot flew off the peg.” 
Breker and Hansen moved into 2-3 
placings and Smith dropped to fourth. 
King and Spencer Morrison hit and 
fell, and King was up quickest for fifth. 


Shultz tried to jump the gate for 
qualifier four and got stuck in it. By 
then Cantaloupi was gone, headed for 
the win with Bailey behind. Martin 
put a jump pass on Englund for fourth 
then edged Maico's Eric Eaton for 
third. Eaton and Englund tumbled in 
a jump section, so Reid and Honda's 
Danny LaPorte, back from a knee and 
wrist injury, moved into third and 
fourth. Hollis came in on Martin on 
the last lap, Martin hitting the ground 
and Hollis getting the transfer. 


Pederson again headed his semi, but 
Ward passed to win with Pederson 
never letting up and holding second. 

Semi two saw Eaton win over an 
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Englund and Jeff Surwall battle. 

Maico's Mickey Kessler pushed Rex 
Staten in the consy, but Staten held on 
to win and transfer to the final. 

Bell used a holeshot to claim a lead 
only a short way into the final with 
Cantaloupi and Barnett fighting for 
second. Barnett got it and started to 
pace on his Jeff Clark-tuned RH250-81 
Full Floater. Cantaloupi, Hannah, 
Hansen and Howerton were tight and 
scrapping, all in a 10-year stretch. 


At the half mark Barnett got the 
sign from his mechanic to dial it up, 
and that's what he did, cleanly passing 
Bell and heading for the checkers. 
Hannah cleared Cantaloupi for third 
but a run-in with a haybale set him 
back to fifth. 

It looked like Bell might have had 
another chance to lead when the two 
front-runners encountered lapped rid- 
ers, but Barnett didn't miss a beat and 
went across the finish line with a 
victory fist in the air. 

Bell had a safe margin on Howerton, 
who systematically worked into third. 
Cantaloupi, Hannah, Hansen and Gib- 
son were next, and then came Team 
Kawasaki. Reid, Ward, Benolkin and 
Breker made a streak of lime green 
across the line. 

“I went for the safe start. That's all I 
needed,” said Barnett. “You train 
hard, and then you run wide open. 
You don't worry «about getting tired, 
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you just worry about pulling ahead.” 

“He just ate away at me,” said Bell. 
“Then I stalled in a corner and Mark 
put a clean move on me. Then I started 
missing shifts. I thought I'd get a 
chance to gain, but he never gave it to 
me, 

Howerton headed back to the pits 


somewhat disappointed. “It's just 
going to take some time to get back 
into it,” he said. 0

Imola 200, besting World Champ 





Lucchinelli 
wins Imola 200, 
Roberts second

IMOLA, ITALY, APR. 5 : 


King Kenny Roberts debuted his 1981 factory 
Yamaha 500 in the Imola 200 road race, but 
could do nothing against Marco Lucchinelli 
and his Suzuki RG500. The Italian rider, 


third in last year’s Grand Prix and his victory is an indication 
final standings of the 500cc class of how tight the fight for the forthcoming 
14 also rode a new factory bike season's title is going to be. 





For Roberts the event marked a 
change from his yellow and black 
leathers and bike of past years. The 
Yamaha was red and white and the 
three-time World Champion was 
wearing red, white and blue leathers. 

Lucchinelli won both legs of the 
race in front of Roberts; Dutch riders 
Jack Middleburg and Boet Van 
Dulmen followed in both heats. 

1979 and 1981 Daytona 200 winner 
Dale Singleton took a fifth overall 
aboard his Yamaha TZ750, while the 
other two Americans who entered the 
race, Jimmy Adamo and Gina 
Bovaird, did not make it into the 40- 
rider field for the race. U.S. Road 
Racing Champion Richard Schlachter 
could not even reach the Italian 
circuit, being sidelined with illness in 
England. 

The race was an international event 
not valid for any FIM championship 
after last year’s dismissal of the World 
Championship F750 class, nevertheless 








several of the*best riders from three + 
continents were on hand in addition to 
those already mentioned. Among 
them were Dutchman Wil Hartog, 
Italian Franco Uncini, Japan's Sadao 
Asami and Switzerland's Michel 
Frutschi. 

But perhaps the most interesting 
entry was Australia's Gregg Hansford 
who appeared on the new Kawasaki 
four-cylinder road racer. Hansford 
surprised everyone with the fastest lap 
time in practice, but unfortunately 
crashed hard after only three laps of 
the first leg. Hansford suffered a slight 
concussion and a suspected fracture of 
one knee. 

500cc two-stroke machines proved 
to be the most common choice of the 
entrants, but the field did have one 
four-stroke qualified, a Ducati 600 
twin derived from the Pantah and 
ridden by local ace Sauro Pazzaglia, 
Pazzaglia qualified 18th fastest and 
ran in mid-pack. 

Singleton, Denmarks Kimmo 
Kopra and Asami and three other 
entrants rode TZ750s, while Graziano 


Rossi competed aboard a _ 610cc 
version of Morbidelli's 500-4. 
The victory by Lucchinelli was 


virtually uncontested after the opening 
laps and Kenny Roberts later admitted 
to having raced at the maximum of his 
capability. He was rather disappointed 
at his Yamaha's performance, saying, 
“Actually this bike is not totally new, 
but only an updated version of last 
year’s.” Some changes in its engine, 
exhaust system, silencers and tail 
section were in fact evident, but 
otherwise the Yamaha even shared the 
same frame (developed in 1980) with 


.the factory “assisted” bikes used by 


privateers Van Dulmen and Frutschi. 

Roberts and Singleton were the first 
riders off the line in the first leg, but 
by the end of the first lap Hartog had 
moved by Singleton, who in turn was 
followed by Asami and Hansford. 

Just after passing Asami after three 
laps, Hansford slid in some oil and 
crashed in a 120-mph turn. Despite 
the injuries he incurred, doctors have 
said he should be able to contest the 
season opening GP in Austria on April 
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By the fifth lap Lucchinelli, only 
ninth at the end of the first lap, had 
gotten around Singleton and shortly 
thereafter Marco worked the Team 
Nava Suzuki past Hartog. Then 
Lucchinelli turned in the fastest lap of 
the race, a record breaking lap at that, 
to get by Roberts. Lucchinelli then 
began to open up a gap on Roberts. 

The remaining top positions seemed 
settled with Hartog, Middleburg, 
Uncini and Singleton following the 
leading duo in that order. But Uncini 
dropped back when his rear tire began 
sliding. “It was really too soft,” he 
admitted later. 

The running order began to shuffle 
when fuel stops started. Roberts pitted 
on lap 20 and lost second to Hartog, 
who had decided to complete the 100 
mile leg on one tank of gas. 
Unfortunately, Hartog crashed with: 
only eight laps to go. 

The first leg ended with Lucchinelli 
winning ahead of Roberts, 
Middleburg, Van Dulmen, Uncini, 
Frutschi and Singleton. 

At the start of the second leg it was 
Singleton leaving everybody else 
almost standing still in comparison to 
his furious start, but soon Roberts and 
Lucchinelli were out front and 
engaged in a breathtaking duel, 
continuously switching positions. 

Lucchinelli took the lead for good 
from the fifth lap on and slowly increased 
his margin over Roberts. When the 
leader pitted for fuel, Roberts made up 
all of the disadvantage but Lucchinelli 
soon re-established his lead and when 
the checkered flag waved he had 11- 
seconds on Roberts. 





Middleburg lost third place because 
of leaks in the cooling system of his 
Suzuki with only six laps to go, and 
fellow countryman Van Dulmen 
inherited the spot. Willem Zoet, yet 
another Dutch rider finished fourth, 
followed by Frutschi, Stuart Avant 
and Singleton. 

The day prior to the Imola 200 a 
100 mile “Superbike” race was run. 
Americans on hand were Wes Cooley, 
Jimmy Adamo and Rich Chambers. 
Venezuelan Roberto Pietri also 
competed, aboard his American 
Honda sponsored superbike. 

Italian Sandro Pazzaglia qualified 
his Ducati 900 on the pole with U.S. 
Superbike Champion Wes Cooley and 
his Yoshimura Suzuki sitting next to 
him. Pietri qualified sixth, Adamo was 
eighth on the Reno Leoni-tuned 
Ducati, while Chambers was 13th 
fastest qualifier. 

When the starting flag dropped, 
Cooley easily took the lead, turning 
consistent 2 minute, 1 second laps 
(Pazzaglia's fast practice lap was a 
2:03). Graziano Rossi, aboard a 
Bimota Kawasaki, seemed able to keep 
pace with Cooley, but after turning 
the fastest lap of the race, a 2:01.20 - 
93.040 mph tour of Imola, pulled out 
of the race with a broken cam-chain 
tensioner. 

While Cooley pulled away, 
attention was focused on Pietri in 
second. The popular Venezuelan 
turned away challenges from several 
riders and finished a solid second. 

Jimmy Adamo completed the last 
two laps with his Ducati running on 
just one cylinder and this prevented 
him from picking up fourth place 
money. Adamo dropped to sixth while 
Rich Chambers finished ninth. 

Rather than being run under the 





more restrictive AMA Superbike rules, 
the events machinery basically 
resembled Formula One or Endurance 
Series machiney. Pietri, after finishing 
second, commented on the machinery: 
“I didn't see many real Superbikes 
around here; most of them were 
Formula One types and most had low 
bars. However, we showed them what it 
is all about. 1 hope they will organize 
more Superbike events, because 1 like 
it here.” 

For winner Wes Cooley, it was a 
race run at a “relaxed pace...as usual, 
my Yoshimura Suzuki didn't miss a 
single beat!” 

Reno Leoni bemoaned the problems 
Jimmy's Ducati suffered after having 
run consistently strong: “It would have 
been a completely different story if we 
had only known that the Superbike 
rules were going to be applied so 
loosely...” 

Promoter Checco Costa promised 
more Superbike races in the future at 
Imola. °

Of all the disciplines of motorcycle sport, trials 
was the one in which Britain’s traditional su- 
premacy lasted the longest. It’s only in the last 
five years that the World Trials Championship 


has ceased to become the exclu- 
sive property of the Brits. Now 
16 Yrjo Vesterinen, Bernie Schreiber 


and a whole host of Continental 


riders have changed all that. Similarly, 
their mounts are no longer the good 





old four-stroke singles with massive fly- 
wheel effect and a firing stroke every 
30 seconds, but lightweight, two- 
stroke Japanese and Italian machines, 
rarely with a displacement of more 
than 350cc. 

As recently as a couple of years ago, 
you could pick up a mid-'50s Matchless 
G3LC or Norton 16H for a couple of 
hundred pounds. Some clubs ran the 
occasional four-stroke class and exclud- 
ed modern Hondas, usually allowing 
the old bangers to use the easier side- 
car sections. In the last five years, how- 





ever, there's been a massive increase in 
interest — mostly fuelled by nostalgia, 
naturally — in pre-’65 four-stroke 
trials. Its gotten to the point that if 
you have such an iron, you could ride 
it competitively somewhere in the South 
of England every weekend. As interest 
has risen, so have prices, but interest- 
ingly enough, the vast majority of the 
bikes around are actually used. There's 
very little paddock posing, and for- 
tunately few collectors disposed only to 
squirrelling their bikes away, never to 
be aired in public.

Doyen of the pre-’65 trials is the 
Talmag, run annually in January by 
the club of the same name on and 
around the charmingly-named Hungry 
Hill, just outside the home of the 
British Army at Aldershot. An indi- 
cation of its popularity is given by the 
fact that entries for this year’s event 
closed within 12 hours of opening, and 
were oversubscribed by 400%, with 
800 applicants for the 200 places. 

And what a turnout there was, on a 
day that can only be described as balmy 
weatherwise with temperature in the 
50s and glorious sunshine. Classes are 
divided into 0-300cc (mostly the 
domain of Triumph Cubs, with a few 
C15 Beezas); over 300cc rigid, a class 
which attracted the entire production 
run of five 1949 Douglas o twins; 
over 300cc with rear suspension, further 
sub-divided into those with and without 
unit construction, and finally the 
smallest class of all, those with girder 
forks. Most unusual here was a 1938 
Levis 350 — the only one still thought 
to survive. A sidecar class is also run. 

In keeping with tradition, all ma- 
chines entered were British, and some 
lovely examples there were too, especial- 
ly of the classic Royal Enfields, HT 
Ariels, 500T and 16H Nortons, 
Matchless G3LC and AJS 16C, and the 
like. The occasional Triumph twin — 
whose smoother power delivery char- 
acteristics are not especially suited to 
the type of terrain usually chosen for 
these events, with loose soil and sand 
sections much in evidence — lent plea- 
sant contrast to the heavyweight long- 
stroke singles which predominated. 

Star rider was the legendary Sammy 
Miller, whose HT Ariel replica aroused 
some adverse comment, however! Only 
the engine and gearbox are pre-'65, 
with the rest of the bits of modern 
manufacture. Sammy showed that 
whatever period of machine he was 
mounted on, he'd be well-nigh unbeat- 
able in this sort of company, but it was 
still a delight to watch. He was run 
very close, however, by British grass- 
track champion and speedway star 
Julian Wigg, whose immaculate style 
was matched by the superb turnout of 
his 500cc ex-works Royal Enfield — 
the only one made, and formerly rid- 
den by the legendary Johnny Brittain. 
Julian showed that it's possible to have 
an immaculately-restored bike and still 
be in the running for the winner's 
laurels. 

In the space of seven short years the 
Talmag has become an institution, 
and as these pictures show, the ma- 
chinery on display is not only nostalgic 
but ridden with both style and enter- 
prise.

Grooming for the top

Billy Herndon won't settle for anything less than being AMA Grand National Cham; 
pion. Who is Billy Herndon? He's a Junior ranked rider with big ambitions that 
you'll be hearing a lot more about in years to come on the Winston Pro Series scene, 
It's impossible to say whether Herndon will ever see his championship dream — and 
that of every other dirt tracker alive — come true, but he is certainly going about it 
in the right fashion. 

Herndon had the good fortune of having Winston Pro Series competitor and 
fellow Texan Mike Kidd as a good friend. Kidd knew Herndon was a good rider 
and had potential so he took him in hand about midway through the season last 
year and helped him sell himself to Honda. They haven't regretted it. 

The similarities between Herndon and Kidd extend beyond the fact they both 
come from Texas and grew up on that special brand of short tracking they dish out 
only in the Lone Star State. Herndon looks very similar to Kidd when he was a 
Rookie Expert in 1972. At 5’ 6” and 125 pounds soaking wet Herndon resembles 
Kidd physically as well as in manner and riding style. 

Herndon is watching Freddie Spencer very closely. He likes what he sees — the 
glory, the money and the notoriety that surrounds Spencer. Herndon knows 
Spencer’s ambitions lie in Europe next season and he wouldn't mind sliding right 
into Spencer's skid shoe in Honda's Winston Pro Series program. He just might. 








How does this year’s season look to 
you? 

I think it looks really good, especially 
after I started it off with a win in the 
(Junior Invitational) short track at the 
Astrodome. I feel confident with my 
Hondas and think that I should have a 
good shot at being the top Junior in 
the nation. I think my association with 
Honda will work out really well. Hope- 
fully, I'll be able to get one of their 
750s. 

How did you get hook up with 
Honda? 

Last year when I was a Novice I was up 
north and my machinery just wasn't 
doing good. Mike Kidd was fixing to 
go to California and he called up and 
said, “Why don't you come to Califor- 
nia with me.” I said OK. We talked 
Honda into letting me ride one of their 
bikes at Ascot and I won that half mile 
— it was the first time a Honda had 





won since 1972 and they were real 
happy. We went to Honda that 
following Monday and they were real 
happy with my performance. I told 
them I was happy with the way their 
machinery worked so we just worked 
out a deal. 

You were a factory rider as a Novice? 
Right. I was the first Novice factory 
(dirt track) rider. I was the youngest 
factory rider they've ever had. Or any- 
body that I know of. 

How did the season go? 

It led to top Novice in the nation by 
about 15 or 20 points. Hopefully, I'll 
be top Junior in the nation by that 
margin or more. 

How long have you been racing? 
Seven years. : 

Sounds like Freddie Spencer all over 
again. 

I don't know about that, but I hope I 
do as well as he has. He's really made a 











name for himself. 

How did you get involved in motor- 
cycles, as opposed to baseball or 
basketball or...? 

My dad used to ride and I just started 
trail riding. We moved to Lubbock, 
Texas and a guy that worked for my 
dad had a son who raced so we kind of 
got into mini bike racing and now 
we're here. 

You've been strictly a dirt tracker all 
the time. 

Right. 

Any ambitions for being a road 
racer? 

Yeah, I'd like to hop on a road racer a 
couple of times. I think it’s be fun. I’ve 
got a few friends that road race — 
Mike Kidd and others. I think I'd like 
to see what it's like. 

Any hobbies outside of racing? 

No, that's about it. Trail riding, 1 go 
riding quite a bit. 

Anything else? 

Chasing girls, that's about it. 


How about school? 

Pm still going to school. I'm a senior 
this year and I go to L.D. Bell in 
Euless, Texas. I talked to my school 
teachers and I told them about my 
racing career. I said I'm going to be 
missing a lot of school and if you'll 
work with me TIl try my hardest. I 
talked to all my teachers and all the 
people at the school, and the school 
board and they're all going to work 
with me. School shouldn't slow me 
down any. 

Isn’t it pretty hard to race and go to 
school at the same time? 

Yes. Most racers just quit school or 
have a real hard time. My school will 
work with me. It's one of the few I've 
heard of that'll do it. I'm real happy. I 
like my school. 

Did Honda want you to stay in 
school? 

Yes, Both Jerry Griffith and Dennis 
McKay at Honda asked me if I was still 
in school, They said they didn’t want 
me quitting school to go racing. I was 
told it would be hard, but they wanted 
me to get my education. 

How did you go about getting Miss 
Winston to come out and be with you 
in the winner’s circle in Houston? 

I was talking to her (Lynn Griffis) in 
the pits before the race and asked her 
if I got in the winner's circle would she 
be there. She said no because they 
would have the Budweiser Girls pre- 
senting the trophy. I told her I'd really 
like her to be there and she finally said 
she would come if 1 called her. I won, I 
called her and she came. It was pretty 
neat, 

Did it make you feel good to win 
your first event as a Junior in front 
of basically hometown fans? 

You bet. I love to win in Texas and 
I've been looking forward to racing in 
and winning at the Astrodome for 
many years. It felt really good to win. 
You can't start the season off better 
than that. 

Is Mike Kidd still helping you out? 
Yes. Mike's still helping me with a few 
things. We train together and Mike 
has been giving me some pointers on a 
lot of things. He's keeping me on the 
right track. 

Have you set any goals for the season, 
aside from trying to be top Junior? 
No, not right now. That's my main 
goal. At the end of the year I'd like to 
ride the Superbikers. 

OK, let’s talk a little farther down 
the road. Have you set some goals for 
the next four or five years? 

You bet. I’m hoping I can stay with 
Honda and make a name for myself 
like Freddie Spencer has. I'd like to be 
Rookie of the Year next year. Hope- 
fully, in a few years — I know I won't 
do it my first year because you have to 
work out your bugs and everything — 
but in a couple of years I'd like to be 
Grand National Champion. That's 
about every racer's dream. o

awakened to a relatively mild morning, 
by the time riders arrived from the 
L.A. basin with stories of heavy rains, 
the desert winds had picked up and 
were blowing cold. Threatening clouds 
began to build up all around. 

The 9 a.m. start was postponed to 
10 to accommodate late arrivals, and 
then postponed again when a rider 
broke his leg practicing the bomb run 
and had to be transported to the hos- 
pital. 

The 224 entries sat on the start line 
and waited. The skies continued to 
darken until a very cold rain began. 
Very few of the riders or spectators 
were dressed for this kind of weather. 

Finally the banner went up at 10:45 
for the first start. It was a dead- 
engine, straddle the front wheel affair, 
with almost as many variations as 
there were riders. 

The banner dropped and Balentine 
was on his bike and off in a split 
second. The response of his Honda 
even surprised him. 

The rain had stopped in time for the 
first start, but now became twice as 
bad as the second starters sat on the 
line waiting. Not only was it raining, 
but there was hail mixed in with it. 

As soon as this group took off a hur- 
ricane-type wind began to blow, 
tearing out the ribboning on the moto- 
cross section of the course just before 
the pits. 

As the leaders dropped into a sand- 
wash just past the bomb, Balentine 
and Husky-mounted Dan Smith diced 
back and forth for the lead, but once 
they were out of the wash, Balentine 
began to pull away. 

By the first check Balentine was well- 
entrenched in the lead, followed by 
Smith, Veteran Bill Saltzman, Howard 
McCasland and Morgan Malocco. 

Amateurs Chris Candall and Ken 
Oviatt were running eighth and ninth 
overall. 



















By the second check the top two 
spots remained the same, but now in 
the third spot was Malocco, followed 
by Saltzman and Cliff Thomas, who 
was really on the move. 

Thomas had passed both Saltzman 
and Malocco by the third check, mov- 
ing into the position behind Smith. 
Ken Upp had pulled into the slot be- 
hind Saltzman, followed by Oviatt, 
Tony Megla, and Crandall, with an- 
other Amateur, Randy Jones, moving 
into the 10th slot. 

The leaders remained in the same 
order as they headed home for gas. 
Cresting the mountains and ridge- 
running down towards the pits, the 
riders were surprised, and often con- 
fused, by the fact that they were led 
back onto the mountain, then through 
a tight and twisting gully next to the 
road, and finally one more time onto 
the lower section of the mountain be- 
fore they finally headed into the pits. 
It was spectating at its finest. 


Once out onto the second loop, with 
Balentine (Open) settling into a steady 
pace five minutes ahead of Smith 
(Open), the other top 10 riders were 
permanently positioned for the balance 
of the next two laps. 

Thomas (250cc) was in third, fol- 
lowed by Saltzman (Vet Open), Open 
rider Malocco (who was in only his 
second D-37 race of the year), Upp 
(250cc), Amateur Oviatt (Open), 
Megla (250cc), Amateur Jones (250cc), 
and McCasland (Open). First “C,” 
piloted by Pete Postel, had been in the 
11th slot the whole race. 

The course wasn't the usual “free- 
way” found in Lucerne Valley. In- 
stead it was extremely challenging and 
very worthy of being a National Cham- 
pionship round. The only sad part 
was that there were very few riders 
from outside D-37 to challenge for the 
points, although there were numerous 
motocrossers there. 

The top 10 Novice finishers were led 
by Open rider Scott McManus (who 
finished an unbelievable 27th overall), 
enduro rider Larry Woodruff (Open) 
who was riding only his second District 
desert competition, Don Shepherd 
(Open), Larry Brown (250cc), Dale 
Criske (Open), Steve Sample (Open), 
Mike Logan (Open), pie plater T. 
Aufrance from D-38, Dan Davidson 
(Open) and Russell Pike (Open). 

The Beginners had to ride two of 
the three 35-mile loops so those who 
finished truly earned their pins! 

George Davis (Open) led the Be- 
ginners into the finish, followed by 
Jerald Jaszarowski (Open), pie platers 
J. Gilpin and M. Causey, J. Osteen 
(250cc), pie plater D. Cowgill, “C” 
rider M. Monterone, pie plater N. 
Armstrong, J. Megeff (250cc) and M. 
Young (Open). 

The sun broke through the clouds as 
the riders packed up their gear and 
headed home.

Three weeks ago, the die-hard 
California Racing Club enduro 
riders were in a frantic panic. All 
entrants to the April event, the 
Hobo 100, received a letter from the 
president of CRC, Jerry McNeal, stat- 
ing that due to the lack of manpower 
to help with the enduros he would 
have to terminate all of the enduros 
from this day forward. A meeting was 
held April 13 and the entire problem 
has been solved. Some avid enduro 
riders are going to keep the weekends 
alive and UEA's Larry Langley will be 
the man in charge. As everyone pulled 
up to the starting line for their minute, 
signs were posted everywhere request- 
ing everyone to meet after the enduro 
to discuss the future. Kurt Butler won 
the overall at the Hobo 100, but every- 
one came out a winner. 

The three loop event took place at 
the ever popular Anderson Dry Lake. 
At 8 a.m. the first riders jetted south 
through the tight and twisty ravine just 
out of camp. Looking across the desert 
you could see that the trail led directly 
to Soggy Dry Lake. So Dry Lake 
was not bad but the thick, choking 
dust on the perimeter of the lake was a 
real challenge. After about 30 miles 
the loop ended and again Larry Stefan 
won the overall for one loopers. Stefan 
won the 80cc A class and lost only one 
second; a very impresive ride. Follow- 
ing Stefan for the top honors were 
Trent Witsaman (125cc C-16) who lost 
seven seconds with third going to a 
woman rider in the 125cc B class, 
Shelly McDonald. Fourth position 
went to Ginger Smith (125cc W/B) 
and Jim Devine (200cc C-16) tied and 
Jeff David (80cc C) made up the top 
five. » 

Loops two and three were a real 
chore. Both courses involved some new 
terrain and dynamite hills. On loop 
two a bottleneck developed halfway up 
a steep, rocky hill. No one could man- 
euver around the downed riders and 
the steep gully was too rocky for most 
of the contestants. So everyone either 
took their chances with the boulders or 
sat and waited as the valuable seconds 
ticked off. Joe Smith turned in the 
day's best score for two loopers with a 
three-second loss and the overall in the 
Open C over 30 class. Lucky Freeman, 
Jeff Faulf and Ray Wilbur followed 
Smith in the Open C class but a few 
seconds separated the field. Fourth 
overall went to Mark Veraas, riding in 
the 200cc C class and losing eight sec- 
onds. Greg Crew finished out the top 
five for two loopers with a nine second 
loss. 

The ride of the day went to Kurt 
Butler. Butler bested the field of 525 
riders and tackled the 81-mile course, 
losing only 23 seconds. With Butler's 
overall performance he also topped 
the 200cc A class just ahead of second 
overall finisher Craig Lair (250cc A). 
Lair and Grant Palenske tied for sec- 
ond overall, both losing 1.70 minutes. 
Mike Fricke (200cc B) and Dan Kline 
(250cc A +30) finished third and 
fourth, separated by only three seconds. 
Making up the top 10 for all three 
loops were Ken Cater (Open A +30), 
Bill Fullmer, Jr. (200cc A), Rick 
Bieniak (250cc A), Bob Keirns (Open 
A), Howard Smith (Open A +40) and 
finally Tony Ankerson (250cc A +40).

Goss wins Ascot 
half mile

In previous years, Ascot's half- 
mile faithful have not had the 
enjoyment of seeing the Grand 
National Champion ride unless 
it was a National. But Friday night, 
there was number one Randy Goss out 
there with the rank and file of expert 
riders giving it a go. 

Steve Monger set fast time, 22.57, 
and Goss was fourth with a 22.88. The 
first heat was a restart when Jeff 
Allison got a ride to the hospital after 
unloading in the south turn. On the 
restart Sal Hoffman had the lead 
briefly, but lost it to Steve Oort who 
hung onto it until the finish. Behind 


Oort, Dennis Fitze and Hoffman were 
swapping second spot around. Right 
at the end Fitze was firmly in charge of 
second and making a run at Oort, but 
it was no go. Monger pushed across the 
line, registering a finish. 

The other Expert heat was also a 
restart when the light turned green 
with Ricky Graham's arm up in the 
air. Graham was out fairly quickly 
with wiring difficulties, and Goss was 
having a blast doing wheelies down the 
back straight. Next came Mike 
Minnig, then Wayne Rainey and 
Frank Gillespie. Goss put a nice bit of 
distance behind himself, and it was 
Minnig defending against Rainey who 
finally took over the second spot. On 
the last lap Danny Perkins, with all 
stops out, took away the transfer spot 
from Minnig. 

For the semi, again the Ron Wood 
camp was having traoubles but away 
they all went with Graham tucked in 
behind leader Monger. Monger built 





himself up a nice lead by the end of 
the race, with Graham second. Then 
came Minnig who was guarding his 
rear wheel from Gillespie, Mike 
Inderbitzen and Rick Volk. 

Goss still holds the five lap record at 
Ascot set in 1979, but Friday's Trophy 
Dash at three laps wasn't to be his. 
That went to Graham on the Wood 
Harley. Goss had second for a while 
but Monger took it away, and the race 
ended Graham, Monger, Goss and 
Dennis Fitze. Graham had barely 
missed setting a new Dash record, he 
got a 1:09.69 compared to Ted 
Davidson's 1:09.09. 

It went without saying that if Randy 
Goss got away from ‘em at the start of 
the main that would be it...all the 
opposition could hope for was to go 
with him off the start and bottle him 
up a bit. In spite of a bobble in turn 
two, and with Wayne Rainey right on 
his tail, Goss pulled away slowly and 
surely. Rainey (Yam) held onto a 











second for a while, but lost it to Danny 
Perkins who had come flying on by 
Monger and Minnig until he was 
firmly in second. There was to be no 
catching Goss. 

Graham was to drop out, still 
plagued by wire problems, and 
although he did his best, Monger 
could not get up and around Rainey. 

In the Junior division, Bill Scott had 
an exciting night. He was on a 750 
Harley instead of one of the smaller 
Yamahas he'd been riding, and found 
out a couple of times what all those 
ponies can do to you in a turn. In the 
first heat he was doing very well in 
third until the bike almost got away 
from him and he ended with a transfer 
to the semi. The winner, start to finish 
was Jeff Johnson followed by Bob 
Garrison on a 500 Honda. 

The next and fastest heat went to 
Mike Garrison start to finish, with 
Chris Cannon second and Craig 
Scroggins third. 


In the semi, Mike Hale, the fastest 
Junior in qualifying, just flew through 
the pack, going from the back row to 
fourth place in one fell swoop. Up 
front it was Rod Sullivan, then Steve 
Karsten, Hale, Dennis Camp and 
Dorothy Rowe. 

Sullivan was to make a bad bobble, 
losing the lead to Karsten. The final 
rundown was Karsten, Sullivan, Hale 
and Scott who had gone on up by 
Camp and Rowe to be last transfer to 
the main. 

For the start of their main, the 
Juniors gave the starter a bad time. 
They were always moving right before 
he even had one foot up on the 
starter's table — it took two red flags 
to get them quieted down. By that 
time Derek Land’s bike was giving him 
problems so he was replaced by Dennis 
Camp. 

The eventual start looked like a 
hooligan with every rider showing a 
different variation as to how to go 
through the south turn! Cannon 
emerged in front of the herd, then 
came Scroggins and Garrison. 

Cannon just kept going, but 
Garrison was soon by Scroggins and 
chasing Chris hard. Cannon wasn't 
getting rattled by the sound of hot 
pursuit behind him, but the race came 
to an abrupt halt when Mike Hale did 
an impressive get-off exiting turn two. 
His bike slung him high in the air, 
handstanding over the handlebars as if 
the front end just locked up solid. He 
was able to walk away from it but 
because the race was 50% over, there 
was no restart. 

In the Novice division, the first heat 
was the quickest. Jimmy Rosa had just 
slid nicely into the front spot when his 
bike went sour, leaving Mike Vital to 
wiri it followed in by Tony Holdsclaw. 
Second heat went to Rob Ely who 
fended off Bud Carroll for a while 
until Carroll nearly christened his 
new leathers out with a bobble in turn 
two. The heat ended with Ely still the 
leader but with Brian Yocum running 
very strongly at his rear wheel, and two 
riders went down hard on the front 
straight right by the flagman. 
Ouch...but no real damage done. 

More restarts for heat three, but 
finally they all got off with Terry 
Singleton blasting off into the lead. He 
eventually lost it to Pete Hames who 
pulled out ahead leaving Singleton to 
fend off Don Howard. 

Champion Frames' Bud Carroll may 
take bows this week as he won the 
Novice semi with what was 
substantially the fastest five lap novice 
time of the whole evening — a 2:02.53. 
He was followed in by Mark Cain, Don 
Howard and Jim Toews.

A rich vein of Yamaha gold ran 
through the desert, waiting to be claim- 
ed by modern-day prospectors, trans- 
ported by motorcycles instead of horses 
and mules. 


In addition to the ‘$1,000 Pro purse 
for the day, contingency monies were 
made possible by Yamaha and IRC 
Tires. For the Sportsmen, Ceet Racing 
Products provided over $1,000 in gift 
certificates. 


When the big bore machines thun- 
dered off the line for the start of the 
Open Pro contest, it was Pete Snorte- 
land in the lead and out for the gold. 
The first moto saw a duel from the 
start between Snorteland and David 
Barberio. With Tracy Oswell pushing 
his Maico up tight behind Barberio, 
the heat was on. Snorteland eased his 
Yamaha out in front and when 
Barberio, beset with mechanical prob- 
lems, found himself pushed back in 
the pack, Oswell was ready and pur- 
sued Snorteland, inches apart, out of 
the clear and into a sudden downpour. 
Bob Schulz and Maico-mounted Mike 
Wickersham ran their own race down 
to the line for third with Schulz, riding 
a Yamaha for PJ1, holding Wickersham 
to fourth. 


The second round of action found 
Snorteland in the lead from the start, 
well on his way to a grand slam win.

Baker's luck has not been the best 
for the past few months but this event 
changed that. Riding the same Dallas 
Baker-tuned 250 Yamaha in both 
races, Baker was untouchable. 

In the Open race the first lap had 
Baker out front with, Craig Adams (C- 
A), the -250cc number one plate 
holder, and Bill Holmes (Hus), the 
200cc number one plate holder, run- 
ning fairly close, Baker increased his 
lead in front of Adams and Holmes, 
who continued their battle into the last 
lap where Holmes ran out of gas. 

Paul Huffman (KTM), Craig 
Adams’ best friend and the Open 
number one plate holder, stopped his 
race to share gas with Holmes who still 
took a fifth overall, behind Lynn 
McGraw and Keith Fearing, both 
Seniors. 

The second race of the day, the 
Senior event, belonged to Lynn Mc 
Graw on an Open Yamaha. McGraw 
had it easy, even after just finishing 
third overall in the first race. The next 
three Open bikes, Charlie Conway, 
Bill Manley and Dallas Baker finished 
in that order and about that close. 
Baker spun out in the mud early in the 
race, then had trouble starting his 
Yamaha. He gained ground each lap 
and finished on Manley's tail. 

The real race within this race was 
for first 250cc. Gary Little and Vern 
Heth stayed side by side, switching the 
lead for the entire race. On the last lap 
while going through the mudhole and 
lapping riders, both riders' goggles be- 
came a blur. Little pulled his goggles 
off, giving him just the edge he needed 
to take the checkered in front of Heth. 

Bobby Maxwell seems to win every 
event he enters on his Mac Dougas- 
aided 125 Yamaha, and today's 200cc 
race was no exception. The 23-year- 
old who recently became a father is 
fast. Behind Maxwell, Ty Maddox and 
Rob Hall gave each other their 
money's worth while Oren Beck, Jr. 
aced Robert Miller for fourth. 

Next came the 250cc race and Mike 
Baker finished a full two minutes in 
front of Craig Adams (C-A) who had 
Steve Glatts (Suz) breathing down his 
neck after Glatts eased by Steve Blake- 
ly's Maico. 

The morning riders had contended 
with mud on the motocross section, 
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dust in the hills and cool weather. 

The Minis came onto the course 
with the motocross section slick and 
hard, dust in the hills and warm 
weather, 

Two close friends, Keith Senn riding 
for Bellflower Yamaha and Shannon 
Shamblin riding for Dale’s Modern 
Cycle, were almost side by side on the 
first lap with Senn having the edge. As 
the laps went by Senn had increased 
his lead to a full two minutes and 
Shamblin was settling into a comfort- 
able second. On the seventh of the 
eight laps Senn developed a rear flat 
tire but still maintained the lead. On 
the last lap Senn's rim lock broke and 
he could not force his 80cc machine up 
the last big hill. It was Shamblin who 
took the checkered. 

Special mention goes to Mike Halla- 
han, Jr. who rode this entire race with 
no rear brake and thanks to Lynn 
McGraw who rode two races back to 
back and then redressed to sweep for 
the Minis.

Oveland and Joyce 
find Yamaha’s 
Gold

ROSEBURG, OR, APR. 12 

The Northwest’s very own 
$60,000 Yamaha Perpetual Gold 
Cup motocross series opened in 
fine style as 95 of the Northwest's 
best professional motocross riders raced 
for a per event purse of $3000. The 
host of this first of a 12 race series was 
the Clarks Branch Motocross Park. 

There were many winners through- 
out the day; however, the -big winners 
were William Joyce and Phil Oveland. 
Joyce easily rode to double moto wins 
in the 125cc class aboard his Marion 
Suzuki/LOP-sponsored Suzuki while 
Oveland took his Yamhill Yamaha/ 
Works Performance-sponsored Yamaha 
to double moto wins in the 250cc class 
and put in two second-place rides in 
the Open class which was good enough 
for the overall. 

The day began with a light rainfall 
which slowly turned into a short but 
heavy rainfall, turning the track mostly 
slick rather than muddy. The Clarks 
Branch motorycle club had purchased 
several truck loads of sand and strate- 
gically placed them around the track 
which helped considerably. 








The day also began with a problem 
— how do you start 45 125cc Pros ona 
gate which only holds 25? After much 
discussion, it was decided to run two 
qualifier motos where 10 riders from 
each would transfer, and a semi where 
the top five would go to the main event. 

In the first qualifier, Yamaha of 
Springfield rider Loch Names pulled 
into the lead which is where he stayed 
for two laps before he fell, letting a 
hard charging Rob Manning by for 
first. Manning easily held on for the 
win with Names placing seventh. 

The second qualifier saw Seattle 
LOP rider William Joyce lead from 
start to finish with Jeff Cropper placing 
second and Dennis Diesso placing third. 

Twenty-five riders rode the consola- 
tion with only five riders qualifying. 
Joe Spangler was not taking any 
chances of not qualifying when he led 
from start to finish. The real action 
was back in fifth place where Loren 
Shockey and Dennis Ostriem were 
locked in a do-or-die battle for that 
last position. The two diced for three 
laps, but on the last lap, third-place 
rider Steve Corcoran fell putting 
Ostriem in the final. 

Moto one of the 125cc Pro main 
event started in a slight rain but it 
didn’t slow any of the riders down, 
especially the #32 Suzuki rider, Joyce. 
As he had done in his qualifier, Joyce 
led every lap and in fact, wasn't even 
pressured. 

Manning started out in fourth place 
and was really starting to smoke. He 








moved into second but then developed 
bike problems, dropping him to 11th. 
Cropper, after starting in seventh, 
worked his Gresham Suzuki-sponsored 
scoot to second at the end of the moto. 
Gary Kuest rode his Airway Heights 
Yamaha to third. Mark Gregson was 
on hand to ride, but after only a 
couple of laps fell, hurting his side and 
putting him out for the day. 


In the second moto, Eugene Suzuki 
rider Joe Spangler grabbed the lead, 
but could only hold off the super hard 
charging Joyce for one lap. Joyce was 
then in the lead, never to be bothered 
again, Spangler was later dropped to 
third by Kuest. 

With 32 250s, there were again too 
many for the gate, so the same qualify- 
ing system was used as in the 125cc 
class. Mark Gregson was asked to pre- 
dict a winner in the first qualifier, and 
he stated that Phil Oveland was going 
to be the man the others would have to 
beat, and on the first lap that looked 
to be true. But Oveland stalled his 
Yamaha letting Kevin Jansen by for 
first. Oveland dropped to seventh be- 
fore he could get underway, but once 
underway he made an astonishing 
comeback, taking the win. 

In the second qualifier, Ron Sun led 
every lap with Arne Hettman holding 
second from start to finish. 


The semi saw Tim Michlitsch get 
the early lead, but by halfway Rick 
Benek went around Tim. Karl Landrus 
and Lance Lollos argued over the last 
advancement position with Landrus 
getting the magic fifth place spot at 
the flag. 


The first 250cc moto ran on a slick 
track and Kawasaki USA rider Kevin 
Jansen pulled into first. Oveland started 
out in second but after two laps went 
around Jansen on the giant downhill. 
No one was faster down the downhill! 
Meanwhile, Sun was moving up from a 
sixth place start and by lap three was 
pressuring Jansen. Sun was soon around 
the Kawasaki rider and after Oveland. 
Oveland and Sun battled on every 
corner and straight but no matter 
what he tried, Sun could not budge 
Oveland from his first place position. 
Sun placed second with Jansen getting 
third. 


By the second 250cc moto, the track 
was drying out, becoming very fast 
with lots of traction, and the spectators 
were all set for another rematch be- 
tween Sun and Oveland. Oveland held 
his part of the bargain taking the hole- 
shot and pulling his Yamaha away 
from the pack. Jansen pulled his Kawa- 
saki into second while Sun was fifth. 
On the second lap, Sun pulled in be- 
hind Jansen just like in the first moto. 
But Sun went down, dropping to 13th. 
Oveland and Jansen held their positions 
with Warren Hickman placing third 
aboard his Yamaha. Oveland put his 
hand in the air as he received the 
checkered flag, very happy with his 
performance and rightfully so. 


The Open Pros were spared the 
qualifying motos because there were 
only 18 riders. Monte Mitchell jumped 
his Northwest Maico-sponsored Mega 
2 into the lead ahead of Oveland who 
was aboard his open Yamaha. DMG/ 
Maico West rider Larry Hooper was 
third; Ron Sun's American Honda 
could be seen in fourth. Mitchell 
dropped to third when Oveland and 
Hooper freight trained by. But then, 
while trying to go around Oveland for 
first, Hooper got crossed up on a sandy 
berm and highsided. He found himself 
on all fours looking straight at Sun's 
front wheel and tire. Sun and Hooper 
both did some evasive maneuvering, 
sparing Hooper's Bell helmet. 
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Sun pulled into second, and the now 
famous Oveland-Sun battle raged. 
Oveland led until the halfway flag 
when Sun pulled past on a small uphill 
section. At the flag, the order was Sun, 
Oveland, Rob Manning, Mitchell and 
Hooper. 

There was much speculation by the 
spectators as to who would win the sec- 
ond moto. Many felt Sun could do it, 
and others desperately wanted Oveland 
to win, some because he was the under- 
dog. No one was even thinking that 
anyone else had a chance. Everyone 
forgot about Hooper. 

Hooper quietly told a friend that he 
thought he had the start figured out, 
and when he came out of the gate, he 
proved it. Larry shot his Maico out in 
first place with Mitchell in second and 
Oveland third. Sun was again in fourth. 

Sun immediately pulled around Ove- 
land, who had admitted that Sun 
would “probably be a little stronger in 
the later motos,” and then pulled in 
behind “the Hoop.” The two riders 
diced for three laps, neither making a 
mistake. Finally, a mistake was made, 
and it was Sun who made it. It hap- 
pened on a tricky off-camber turn and 
Ron explained later, “My front brake 
was really touchy, and I had just been 
thinking about it, but I grabbed just a 
little too much and I went down.” 

Hooper easily rode on to victory 
with Oveland placing second and Sun 
picking up third. 

This first round of the Yamaha 
Gold Cup series was a great success 
and with 11 more rounds to go, it is 
definitely going to pick up steam. 
There were about 300 riders at Clarks 
Branch and the largest spectator turn- 
out ever. The series now turns to Mt. 
View, OR on May 3.

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good start off the line and made it 
stick, nosing out Jeff Leggitt (Hon 
MT125R) at the finish line. “Whew! 
This thing was skipping all over the 
place. I got a good start, and I didn’t 
see anyone around me. I just slipped 
the clutch and said ‘All right!” 

Keenan was challenged in the early 
going by Danny Coe (Tony Murphy/ 
Can-Am 125) and Bill Mullins 
(Concord Yam TZ), but Mullins seized 
his motor and Coe's bike suddenly lost 
power, leaving Jill to contend only 
with Leggitt at the last turn. But Jeff 
didn’t have enough horsepower, and 
Keenan became the first woman to win 
a major AFM class race against highly 
reputable competition. 

AFM Number One John Glover 
(Norm Snider Yam TZ250) had his 
work cut out for him in taking the 
250cc GP class. Glover started back in 
the pack and had to work his way up to 
challenge the leaders, Glen Shopher 
(Farmhouse Rest./Shoei/ND/Yam TZ 
250) and Mark Ingalls (Castrol/Cham- 
pion Spark Plug/Berkeley Yam TZ). 


“I slipped it (the clutch) too much. 
What a mess back there; I didn’t 
realize what went on back there. My 
rear tire leaked from 28 to 14 lbs. 
during the race,” said John, who con- 
fessed to being extremely luck this 
year. 

Glover caught the frontrunning pair 
after two circuits and took the lead by 
passing both Shopher and Ingalls in 
the esses on the third lap. But John 
couldn't shake his rivals, who were 
content to wait for the leader to make 
a mistake. lt never occurred, and the 
finish read Glover-Ingalls-Shopher. 

Eddie Lawson (Kawasaki Motor Corp. 
(KZ1025) showed up with his factory 
rides, but his main purpose in racing 
was to test his front forks prior to leav- 
ing for Europe. “We're working on the 
suspension today. What rougher, bump- 
ier track is there?” Eddie leaves soon 
for Germany and Italy before return- 
ing to the U.S. to compete at Elkhart 
Lake (Wisconsin). 

Lawson entered the Open GP race 
and passed winner David Emde (San 
Jose BMW R100) before pulling into 
the pits on the next-to-last lap. He also 
did more testing during the Superstreet 
contest, popping wheelies the whole 
way. 
While Lawson was smoking along in 
the Open GP race, another celebrity 
was languishing farther back in the 
pack. It was Bruce Hammer, dialing 
in his Chevron USA Suzuki GS1200. 

The appearance of Hammer and his 
Suzuki mark the beginning of the 
major oil company’s involvement with 
motorcycle roadracing. Chevron is pro- 
viding full sponsorship of racing 
effort, which will be limited to endur- 
ance racing for now. Hammer will 
team with John Ulrich (Cycle World 
Magazine editor) for six-hour races, 
with Dennis Smith of Cycle Tune 
doing the preparation. Smith will also 
ride in 24-hr, events, and Ron Pierce is 
tentatively slated to help out in 30-hr. 
endurance races as well. 

“Bruce did it all; he made his pitch 
over a six-month period and got 'em,” 
remarked Ulrich. 

“The bike works remarkably well. 
This thing was a pile of parts last Tues- 
day,” continued John. “It’s a Moriwaki 
Formula One chassis. Vance and 
Hines Racing did the engine, and 
Byron Hines personally built the 
motor.” Vance and Hines, well-known 
to drag racers, would like to prove to 
the motorcycling public that they can 
build high-powered, streetable, reli- 
able engines. “This is their opportunity 
to do it,” added Ulrich. They plan to 
compete at Riverside, Nelson Ledges 











and possibly Rockingham. 

In other action, Kirk Graves (Yam 
375) improved on last race's second- 
place finish by winning the 450cc 
Production race. Howard Monise (Yam 
RD400) beat out Tom Maggard (Yam 
RD400) for runner-up. Phil Beck 
(Kaw GPz550) made good use of his 
new bike, beating Frankie Mazur for 
the 600cc Production win. He also 
placed third in the 600cc Box Stock 
contest behind John Glover (Yam Seca 
550) and Whit Blakeslee (Kaw 
GPz550). Longtime AFMer Wayne 
Montoya (Yam RD350) again topped 
the 600cc Superstreet field, and Greg 
Overman rode his trusty Can-Am to 
the 250cc Production win. 

Contingency prizes abounded today 
and will continue throughout the sea- 
son. Kawasaki will pay $150 to the 
winners of 600cc, 750cc and Open Box 
Stock and Production classes using 
their machines. Kal-Gard was also 
paying cash today for the top three 
600cc Box Stock and 750cc Production 
finishers using their products, and Gra- 
ham Sheet Metal is awarding handle- 
bars and hats to the winners of Box 


Stock, Production and Superstreet 
classes. 
AFM President Vance Breese, 


noting a slight decline in membership, 
is encouraging all interested riders to 
join the American Federation of Motor- 
cylists. Northern chapter meetings are 
held on the second Wednesday of each 
month at Sambo's on Broadway in 
Oakland, CA.

Villines masters 
Rattlesnake 


Enduro

OLYMPIA, WA, APR. 12 

Master class rider Ken Villines 
battled the elements and the 
younger riders to take first over- 
all in the Rattlesnake Enduro. 
Mother Nature forgot that it was April 
and dumped a heavy blanket of snow 
in the Black Hills of western Washing- 
ton over the weekend just to add more 
challenge to the event. 

The unseasonable weather affected 
the number of entries; many pre- 
entries had the good sense to stay 
home. The winning point loss of 25 
was much higher than the event organ- 
izers, Bells Angels, had anticipated 
when the course was timed during the 
mild weather of March. Nevertheless, 
those who chose to ride indicated that 
it was a good event. I'll especially re- 
member J.D. Bentley at Check 5, smil- 
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ing from ear to ear exclaiming, “This 
is what it's all about!” 

The course was run in two loops, the 
first loop at lower elevations on mixed 
trail, gas line and road. A and B riders 
started three to a minute at 9 a.m. and 
the C riders started at 10 a.m. over the 
same course until mile 34.65 where the 
C riders continued on into their final 
check (5) by road. 

The A and B riders encountered 
their only challenge of the first loop — 
a mixed bag which included a rocky 
downhill creek bed, a sloppy field of 
ruts and a slick rocky uphill — which 
ended coming into Check 5 down a 
long, steep, red clay climbing hill. The 
checkpoint workers and an occasional 
spectator witnessed a variety of ap- 
proaches to the downhill, from those 
who viewed it merely as another chal- 
lenge and rode it without thinking 
twice, to those who approached it with 
utmost caution and much bulldogging 
with an occasional spill thrown in. 

Loop two proved more of a challenge 
as it was composed almost entirely of 
trail with fast speeds for the conditions. 
The section from five to six was run on 
an 18 mph average on trail, then 
uphill, downhill gas line into Check 6. 

Continuing at 18 mph onto primitive 
trail made worse by snow-weighted, 
face-slapping branches for about 14 
miles and onto more gas line with 
Check 7 just three miles past 6. A road 
section of three miles with a little trail 
thrown in at a 30 mph average, then a 
speed change to 21 mph and 10 miles 
of trail. The section was timed with 
the thought that four-six riders were 
capable of a zero; however, this was 
the climb up the mountain, into the 
snow and down the other side. Snow 
depth was a good five inches when the 
course was marked on Saturday and it 
snowed most of the night. 

Wayne Keezer, Ron Clizbe and 
Dorian Sleeper had fast time through 
the section, each with an eight-point 
loss, Villines with an 11. A reset 
intended to put everyone back on time 
helped only the fastest riders. Road 
and good trail comprised a short sec- 
tion into Check 9. 

The course was all trail into Check 
10 with one especially tight rooty, 
rutty trail and a large water hole. 
Steve Church was the only rider who 
managed to zero this 18 mph section, 
while Villines took a three. The final 
section was nearly all trail and the 
snow and cold was beginning to take 
its toll as only Church made up time 
while most riders lost time. 

In addition to Villines’ fine 
consistent ride, other good scores were 
turned in by Mark Badgley (200cc A) 
and Steve Church (Open A) with a 30 
point loss; Dave Bowers (Open A) lost 
31 points and Gary Hoff (125cc B) had 
an exceptional high point B ride with 
32 points lost. 

Two problems occurred where rid- 
ers failed to read signs, turn arrows or 
route charts as they were trying to 
make up time. Many C riders con- 
tinued on the A, B course rather than 
the road and at least three fine A scores 
by excellent riders went by the wayside 
only 1.9 miles from the finish. e

Spencer, Cordova, 
Surber blast Texas 
Series opener

HOUSTON, TX, APR. 19 
The ninth annual Texas Moto- 
cross Championship Series got un- 
derway today at Rio Bravo Motor- 
cycle Park as riders from all over 
the state assembled to go for top honors 
in all classes from mini to mighty. As 
usual, rain threatened to dampen 
things throughout the weekend, but 
for once, the track was spared any 
deluges and ran with dry, fast conditions. 
The Expert classes were well attended 
with almost 30 in the 250cc and around 





20 each in the 125 and Open divisions. 
It never fails that when this annual 
spring series rolls around, the cream of 
the local crops trucks in to twist the 
grip a little harder than usual and put 
on a heck of a good show. The $11,000 
series purse probably has something to 
do with it, but there is always that cer- 
tain rivalry among the many Dallas, 
Houston and Austin area riders that 
turns the Texas Series into a civil war 
in addition to the pride of accomplish- 
ment that goes with a state title. 
Yamaha support rider Kirk Spencer 
scored a near double class sweep in the 
250 and Open Expert races, but the 
Carter’s of Dallas star popped the 
clutch on a neutral transmission when 
the gate fell for the 250cc final and 
subsequently crashed trying to catch 
up. Spencer had led the first 14-lap 
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Kirk Spencer dominated the Open Expert race, but fell in the 250cc final. 





250cc round all the way with Darren 
Rhoten (Thornfield Suzuki) besting 
the rest for second. 

Nick Cordova, who has recently 
ridden three different bikes in as many 
months, gassed his new Suzuki from an 
eighth-place start to a third-place finish, 
passing people like Rick Blackwell 
(Yam), Mark Rakestraw (Yam), 
Mickey Pizzitola (Kaw) and Dan Con- 
way (Hon) in the process. Kansas ace 
Randy Kirschbaum (Yam) started the 
moto in mid-pack and was beginning 
his drive to the front when his kill 
button wire grounded out his ignition 
on the fifth lap. 

Cordova, Pizzitola and Rhoten led 
off the second 250cc moto while 
Spencer battled from his neutral start 
(it happens to the best, too) and fell to 
15th on lap three trying to catch fourth- 
running Chris Hipp (Hon). The same 
lap saw Rhoten zap Pizzitola for 
second, and Kirschbaum was back in 
the game, finally displacing Hipp for 
fourth but unable to get Blackwell 
who rode well to a third-place finish. 

Cordova's inspired, accurate riding 
was rewarded with the overall win at 3-1, 
tied with but edging out the 2-2 of 
Rhoten who is well on his way back 
from recent knee surgery. Blackwell’s 
4-3 was good for third and Spencer sal- 
vaged a 1-6 for fourth ahead of Hipp 
(7-5) and Pizzitola (5-7). 

Spencer was untouchable in Open 
Expert, seeing nothing but clear track 
ahead of him all day. Rick French 
(Hon) offered a brief challenge for 
second, but Rhoten, on a Yamaha this 
time, took it away on lap two of the 
opening round and held on to it the 
rest of the way. French then had to 
contend with Sean O’Brien (Yam) for 





the show position which he won with a 
4-3 tally over O'Brien's 3-4. Husky 
rider Mike Bradshaw marked a consis- 
tent 7-5 and David Stutts (Yam) was 
sixth at 6-7. 

The 125cc Expert clash, as expected, 
was a wild affair except for one thing — 
the domination of the class by Jerry 
Surber, Jr. Looking at the class lineup, 
one might not anticipate that the 
Houston youngster would break away 
to win both motos, but familiarity with 
the track and marked determination 
carried Surber and his support Yamaha 
to a wire-to-wire victory in the first 
moto as the rest staged a fierce battle 
for second. Honda-mounted Randy 
Sullivan held that place until Greg Ho- 
ward (Suz) got by on the third lap 
while Tim Butler, Terry Thomas, 
Kirschbaum and Rakestraw had their 
Yamahas busting berms right behind. 
With four laps to go, Howard began to 
lose a little steam, but Butler turned 
his on a little more, passing both Sulli- 
van and Howard for the moto's runner- 
up slot. Thomas, Kirschbaum and 
Rakestraw filled places four through six. 

Moto two saw a Sullivan holeshot 
with Kyle Landrum (who seized his 
RM in the opener), Surber and Butler 
hot on the trail. By the third lap, Lan- 
drum and Surber were one-two, and 
the race was definitely on. 

Butler's bid for victory was blown 
away when he came putting around 
the next lap with a flat on the rear, 
moving Rakestraw and Kirschbaum to 
third and fourth as Sullivan made a 
couple of mistakes and dropped to 
sixth behind Thomas. 

After knocking on the door many 
times, Surber finally made the pass on 
Landrum at the halfway point that

stuck until the finish, resulting in the 
day's overall win and a substantial lead 
in series moto points.
